often was at odds with Richard 
Nixon, Barry Goldwater, Eugene 
McCarthy and Edward Kennedy. 
But they joined in praising him at 
his death. 
"H e believed in America ... in 
what America could mean to all of 
its 
citizens 
and 
what 
America 
could mean to the world,” said 
President Nixon. 
McCarthy, who was pushed by his 
bitterness over the war in 1968 to run 
against a president of his own party, 
said Johnson was 
" a dedicated 
servant of our country.” 
Goldwater praised his opponent in 
the 1964 presidential race, saying, "I 
have lost a friend—the memory of 
whose 
friendship 
I 
will 
ever 
cherish.” 
"H e was a loyal vice president 
and had the respect and affection of 
John Kennedy,” said Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy. 
Running through the reaction of 
the men Johnson worked with and 
against during his administration, 
was the sam e them e: Except for the 
war, Johnson was a great president. 


Edmund G. Brown, the former 
California 
governor 
who 
placed 
Johnson’s name in nomination at the 
1964 convention, said he regarded 
Johnson 
"a s one of 
our great 
presidents. Unfortunately, his great 
works in civil rights and human 
rights were overshadowed by the 
Vietnam War.” 
Gen. 
William 
Westmoreland, 
commander of the U.S. forces in 
Vietnam under Johnson, said, "I 
believe 
history will 
record 
he 


performed his demanding duties 
most adm irably.” 
Sen. George S. McGovern, D-S.D., 
put 
aside 
his 
discontent 
over 
Johnson’s escalation of the war to 
declare that the former president 
"did more to advance public support 
for education and civil justice than 
any other president in our national 
history.” 
Ju stic e 
Thurgood 
M arsh all, 
Johnson’s selection and the only 
black to sit on the Supreme Court, 
said Johnson believed in the equality 
of man. "H e did not just mouth the 
words— unlike many others in high 
office—he put them into action with 
all his personal vigor and with the 
full authority of his office.” 


Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D- 
Minn., said the man he served four 
years as vice president "w as a 
strong man who cared for the weak 
and the sick.” 


Civil rights leaders Bayard Rustin 
and A. Phillip Randolph said, "With 
the exception of Lincoln, who freed 
the 
slaves, 
no 
single 
president 
contributed as much to the cause of 
racial equality.” 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
said, 
"H is responsibility 
in the 
Vietnam 
War 
will 
be 
better 
understood, especially by those who 
differed with him, as an intense 
loyalty, according to his lights, to 
the principle of self-determination 
of peoples.” 


The congressmen who worked 
with Johnson when he was one of 
them praised his legislative abilities 
and their years of friendship with 
him.

Man goes berserk, kills five 


TOPEKA, Kan. (U P I) — A 29 -year-old man went berserk Monday night, 
storming through a dingy riverfront neighborhood killing his boarding house 
landlady and four other persons with shotgun blasts. The police said they 
may never know why he did it. 


Police said he became the sixth victim of the melee when he broke into a 
home, sat down on a couch, turned the 16-gauge shotgun to his head and 
pulled the trigger. 


The victims included the 55-year-old landlady, her daughter, an elderly 
man thought to be another boarder and a woman who was watching 
television in a nearby home. Four hours after the incident police found the 
unidentified body of the fifth victim in a closet of a nearby home 


Police said all the victims were black, including the gunman. He was 
identified as Ronald G. Jordan, believed to be from Denver. 


Officers could not explain why the shooting spree occurred. They said the 
only witness was seriously injured by shotgun pellets in the face. 
Planners postpone rezoning request

that Jose Rodriquez had asked for 
the delay because he could not be 
present for the hearing. 
Rodriquez presently operates a 
tortilla bakery on A Street near 
Ocean Avenue He seeks rezoning on 
the Walnut Avenue property from 
the present C-O, commercial office, 


which will not accommodate the 
use, to C-2-R, central business zone 
which will. 
The proposed move 
poses problems, according to Autry. 
In a staff recommendation to the 
commission, Autry said instead of 
rezoning 
the 
one 
parcel 
the 
commission could rezone the entire 
block from Walnut Avenue to the 
east-west alley along the east side of 
D Street; or deny the application for 
C-2-R zoning, retain the present C-0 
zone classification; and determine 
that the use is a permitted use in the 
C-0 zone.

marbled Great Hall of the LB J 
Library today to honor and mourn 
the 36th U.S. President. 
Johnson, whose pursuit of the 
Vietnam War divided a nation to 
which he had pledged a "G reat 
Society,” died Monday of a heart 
attack. He was 64 
The tall Texan who described the 
White House as the "lonely acres” 
was a man who loved and needed 
people. And they cam e to him today 
to pay their final respects. 
His body will lie in state in a gray 
metal casket until 8 a.m. CST 
Wednesday at the top of the stairs in 
the stately Great Hall of the $18.6 
million library in front of a black 
marble pylon. 
Smartly uniformed members of 
the 5th Army’s "H ell on Wheels” 
Division stood by 
Johnson’s widow. Lady Bird, 60, 
her two daughters and her four 
grandchildren, 
accompanied 
the 
body in a motorcade from the Weed- 
Corley Funeral Home to the library. 
They 
m et 
solem nly 
by 
the 
catafalque before the public lying in 
state. 
"I had just about the toughest 
assignment I’ve ever had,” said 
Tom Johnson, an aide to the former 
president 
but 
no 
relation, 
who 
helped prepare the body for the 
ceremony, including dressing his 
former boss in a business suit. " I ’ve 
helped him put on his coat a lot of 
times, 
but 
this 
time 
was 
the 
toughest.” 


Johnson was stricken during an 
afternoon nap Monday at his LB J 
Ranch 65 miles from Austin. Secret 
service agents rushed to help him.

An agent said he appeared dead. He

While Johnson’s body lay in state. 
President Nixon’s chief negotiator,

Johnson escalated the war into a 
m a j o r 
c o n f l i c t 
d ur in g 
his 
presidency, and it forced him out of 
office in 1968 In his final days in the 
White House, Johnson said sadly: 
"P eace has eluded m e.” 
On the black marble pylon rising 
above the catafalque were these 
words: 
"I have followed the personal 
philosophy that I am a free man, an 
American, a public servant and a 
member of my party — in that 
order, always and only. 
"The Great Society asks not how 
much, but how good ; not only how to 
create wealth but how to use it; not 
only how fast we are going, but 
where we are headed. It proposes as 
the first test for a nation. The 
quality of its people.” 
M rs. 
C h arles 
Beckham 
of 
Smithville, 
Tex., 
was 
the 
first 
person in line during the morning to 
file past the casket. She took her 
four children out of school and drove 
50 miles north. 


"I respect President Johnson,” 
Mrs Beckham said. "I was about to 
lose my only child and he helped 
bring my husband home from the 
m ilitary.” 


A jetliner provided by Nixon will 
fly Johnson’s body to Washington 
Wednesday. The casket will

U.S. air strikes to help troops in S. Vietnam 


SAIGON (IJPI) - U.S. jets flew their 
heaviest strikes in five months today in 
support of South Vietnamese forces while 
North Vietnam accused the allies of 
“ stepping up the war and terror in South

The jets, U.S. military authorities said, 
flew 
374 
one-plane 
strikes 
in 
South 
Vietnam. This was one fewer than the 375 
sorties flown Aug. 22. 
B52 bombers, authorities said, flew 
about another 27 missions of three planes 
each. 
Meanwhile, North Vietnam's official

territory in South Vietnam, particularly 
territory overrun since last year’s Easter

approaching, South Vietnam’s second city. 
Da Nang, went on alert today as part of a 
reported nationwide move to thwart any 
Communist territorial grab ahead of a 
truce. Security guards at the big allied air 
base put on helmets and flak jackets. 
A “ gray” alert was on for the 5,000 
American servicemen in the Da Nang 
area, most of them stationed on the base 
No traveling in town was permitted except 
on 
business, U PI Correspondent Alan 
Dawson reported. 


Dawson said there were unconfirmed 
reports that Da Nang, a city of 472,000, 
might be subjected to a 24-hour “ practice” 
curfew in preparation for a cease-fire 


There have been widespread reports, so 
far without any official announcements, 
that most South Vietnamese cities will go 
on round-the-clock curfew for the first few 
days of any cease-fire, the better for 
government forces to stop any infiltration 
of Communist troops into government-held 
territory. 


Flu epidemic takes 
109 more lives 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — State Public Health officials 
report the London flu epidemic claimed the lives of at least 
109 persons in California last week, the third consecutive 
week the death toll has risen. 
Vince Vandre, spokesman for the state Department of 
Public 
Health, 
also 
said 
Monday 
the epidemic 
is 
“ apparently moving into Southern California in force after 
having peaked in the San Francisco Bay area during the 
last two weeks.” 
The death total for last week, gathered from 11 major 
cities, compared to 99 for the week ending Jan. 12 and 57 for 
the week ending Jan 5. 
Vandre said the flu is hitting the elderly and chronically 
ill persons the hardest. 
He said the outbreak is classified as an epidemic when 
the number deaths exceeds 65 each week 
Here is a breakdown of the combined flu and pneumonia 
deaths last week in the 11 “ index cities: 
Los Angeles, 19; San Francisco, 14; Fresno, 11; 
San 
Diego, 11; Oakland, 9; San Jose, 13; Glendale. 2; Berkeley, 
5; Long Beach, 7; Pasadena, 2; Sacramento, 16.

Relatives fight 
police to reach 
dead kinsmen 


LAGOS (UPI) — Bodies of Moslem pilgrims lay strewn 
along the runway and screaming relatives fought army 
troops and police in attempts to reach dead kinsmen. 
Off the runway, broken and burned, rested the hulk of a 
chartered Boeing 707 that crashed Monday at the Kano 
airport, 520 miles north of Lagos, in the worst disaster of its 
kind on record. 
Aviation officials said 180 persons of the 202 persons 
aboard the plane, chartered by Nigerian Airways from the 
Jordanian national Alia Airlines, died when the plane 
touched down on gravel 40 feet off the runway, veered left 
into a ditch, lost a wheel, went into a skid and burst into 
flames. 
The worst previous crash on record, last Oct. 13, involved 
a Soviet Aeroflot jetliner near the Moscow airport. In that 
crash, 176 persons died. 
The crash Monday occurred as the jetliner was returning 
from a 2,100-mile flight taking pilgrims to Mecca. Officials 
said scores of planes make the trip every year to ferry the 
Nigerian faithful to the spiritual center of Islam. 
Officials said 22 persons, including the pilot and five other 
crew members, survived the crash The crew was placed 
under guard at a Kano hospital to protect them. 


The dead, many of them killed as they jumped or were 
thrown from the skidding, burning aircraft, were strewn 
along the runway. Later, police and troops gathered the 
bodies and covered them with blankets while wailing 
relatives watched. 
Some of the survivors, officials said, escaped death by 
jumping from the emergency door in the plane’s tail 
section, the only part of the aircraft not destroyed by fire. 


Officials said the Kano control tower warned the pilot 
just before the crash of fog and poor visibility. 
The cause of the crash was not officially announced and 
Transport Commissioner Russell Dikko left Lagos immedi­ 
ately to lead an investigation into the cause. 
Authorities sealed off the Kano airport to prevent 
disturbing evidence.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Mame, proposed today to modify or eliminate tax shelters 
which often enable wealthy people to pay a smaller 
percentage of their income in taxes than is paid by wage 
earners. 
Muskie's proposals for 24 revisions in the tax laws would 
increase by $18 6 billion a year by 1975 the taxes paid by the 
rich and by corporations. 
In a speech prepared for delivery in the Senate today, he 
said the nation has moved closer to equality in many areas 
but in the field of taxation inequalities have increased in 
recent years. 
He illustrated the problem with a doggerel: 
“ The rain, it rameth all around 
“ Upon the just and unjust fellas, 
“ But more upon the just, because 


“ The unjust have the just’s umbrellas.” 
“ Our taxes, too,” Muskie said, “ fall around, but they fall 
hard and heavy on the vast bulk of low and middle-income 
Americans, on the men and women whose main source of 
income is their salaries and wages or the earnings of their 
small stores, workshops and farms. Too often, the wealthy 
have umbrellas. ” 


“ We started with the idea of collecting taxes in direct 
proportion to ability to pay them. We have strayed from 
that path and it is now time to go back to that sound begin­ 
ning.” he said. 
As proof that tax provisions with laudable social purposes 
have been distorted to enable the wealthy to avoid taxes, 
Muskie pointed to “ the flourishing business of peddling 
expertise in tax avoidance. ” 


Abortion decision impact slight 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The author of 
California’s 
liberalized 
therapeutic 
abortion act of 1967 says the U.S. Supreme 
Court decision on abortion will have a 
“ negligible” impact on the nation’s most 
populous state. 


Sen 
Anthony C. 
Beilenson said the 
greatest impact of the high court ruling 
’will be to educate women on their rights to 
abortions. 


“ For the first time, women everywhere 
will know they have the undeniable right to 
an abortion without restrictions during the 
first three months,” the Beverly Hills 


Democrat said Monday. 
The court ruled that state laws must not 
interfere with early pregnancy abortions 
which a doctor feels are needed to 
safeguard a prospective mother’s health. 
Last year the California Supreme Court 
made a similar ruling that opened the way 
for women to obtain hospital abortions on 
demand.

American students as devoid of a positive 
cultural heritage, less capable of academic 
achievement and less deserving of a good 
education.” 
The attitude toward MexieanAmericans 
in the district is “ representative of many 
rural communities found throughout the 
Southwest,” the report said, leading the 
schools to “ prepare Mexican-American 
students for roles as second-class citizens 
in society.” 
The 
report was 
issued at a 
news 
conference 
by

State 
Committee of the U.S. Commission on Civil 
Rights. It was presented by Herman Sillas, 
a Los Angeles attorney who is chairman of 


the state committee, which reports to the

The investigation by the committee 
began after 56 Mexican-American students 
staged a walkout at the district’s only high 
school last January. Three parents and 23 
students were arrested and jailed, but all

State board to 
consider fund 
priority list 


SACRAMENTO — The State Water Resources Control 
Board Thursday will consider a priority list for the 
distribution of $¡96 million of federal money and $33 million 
of state funds for community sewage treatment facilities 
under the Clean Water Grant program. 
On the list to be considered by the board is the $9.3 
million Lompoc Valley regional wastewater treatment 
plant and the $1 million enlargement of the existing 
treatment plant by the Solvang Municipal Improvement 
District. 
"We want to put the available money where it will do the 
most good," said Win Adams, chairman of the board. "The 
projects coming before us on the 25th have undergone a 
thorough screening process and those that passed can 
expect even more scrutiny." 
After the list is approved by the board, specific projects 
will be evaluated by the board staff. Those that meet the 
technical and fiscal standards will be forwarded to the 
federal Environmental Protection Agency for approval. 
As proposed to the board, 108 projects in the top three 
priority categories will be eligible to be funded. Another 27 
projects, in the next two categories, might become eligible 
to be funded if projects higher on the list run into local 
funding or planning problems. 
"This happens quite often" Adams said. "The larger 
projects, 
in particular, experience difficulties simply 
because they are so large and quite often cannot be 
constructed in the same year in which the money is 
allocated. Already we have ‘staged’ some projects and 
others will be staged where it is logical to do so. This is so 
financing may be managed over a longer period of time." 
The Clean Water Grants help communities meet the costs 
of treating wastewater and thus help protect the quality of 
California’s waters. 
"All of the projects must meet the stringent standards 
which the board has set to maintain high water quality in 
California,’’ Adams noted. 
The federal government provides 75 per cent of project 
costs, the state 12l/2 percent and local governments, 12Vz 
percent. 
The priority list is necessary because requests for grants 
exceed 
funds available. The system used to establish 
priorities, 
based on solving 
current problems and 
encouraging consolidation of sewage facilities, was set up 
by the board at its Jan 4 meeting.

KINGSTON, Jamaica (U PI) - George Foreman, the 
Havward, Calif., power puncher who loves America, is 
the new world heavyweight champion and the only 
Question now is who he 11 make his first delt ns< 
against-Muhammad Ali or the man he wiped out here, 
Joe Frazier. 
Unburdened by any return contract, the 24-year-old. 
unbeaten Foreman is perfectly free today to pick and 
choose. And he may do exactly that, announcing his 
choice at a news conference here today. 
Frazier might not be there. He has an appointment 
with a neurologist. The former champion's head was 
pummeled severely by the 6-foot-3, 21712pound Foreman 
until Referee Arthur Mercante mercifully stopped the 


contest at 1:35 of the second round. 
Foreman, who made headlines five years ago when he 
waved the American flag after winning the heavyweight 
gold medal at the Mexico City Olympic Games, made 
even a bigger name for himself at National Stadium 
Monday night when he knocked Frazier down six times 
to capture boxing’s prize plum before 36,000 in^erson 
fans and 100 million others who saw the fight on closed 
circuit TV transmitted via satellite world-wide. 


“ God gave me intelligence and I knew I would walk out 
of the ring as the new heavyweight champion.“ said 
Foreman, whose feet never touched the ground on the 
way to the dressing room as hundreds of jubilant 
Jamaicans carried their new hero on their shoulders. 


Foreman did a job on Frazier. Eight stitches were 
sewn into his lip which Foreman ripped with his cement­ 
like fists. Frazier’s head absorbed so many heavy blows 
that the chief physician of Jamaica’s Boxing Board 
suggested that he see a neurologist. 
“ He seemed in fair enough condition,” said Dr. Stuart 
Gray after examining the battered Frazier after the 
fight, “ naturally, he’s a little downhearted, and I feel in 
view of the type blows he took, he should check further.” 


Frazier was to see Dr. John Hall in the morning to 
check and see if he had suffered any serious head 
damage. 
A loser for the first time in 30 pro fights, Frazier took 
the defeat graciously but vowed ne would be back. “ I've 
got a score to settle,” he said. “ I ’ll be back and that’s a 


Yank Durham, the former champion's manager 
agreed with his beaten fighter. “ I saw nothing to suggest 
he should retire,” said Durham. 
The victory was Foreman’s 38th straight and 35th 
knockout. Only this time his critics can't say he fought 
“ nobody.”

Foreman earned $375.000 for the four minutes and 35 
seconds he fought while Frazier picked up $850,000 along 
with his headache. 
A crowd estimated at 36,000 witnessed the mismatch 
and were policed by 1.000 special troops, who were 
assigned to the stadium after police received threats ot 
sabotage and reports that a bomb might be set off under 
the ring.

Storm damage

OCEAN FISHING 
Prior to the storm of last week, rock fishing was 
excellent. But after the storm, well we do not have to go 
into that in this column! 
The damage was terrific, and as we write this there is an 
abrupt change, and we have a fine frosty morning. But 
heavy swells are still running, so much so that Harbor 
Associates did not have to go fishing. Small shiners were 
washed right into the tackle shop, something that does not 
happen in Wyoming (the former home of the new owners). 
Skip Sato, well known Arroyo Grande rancher, has turned 
his attention to party boat fishing and has opened a landing 
on the Port San Luis pier, to be known as Sato’s Landing. 
Two boats, the Diablo and the Marauder, 60 foot Diesel 
engined jobs, will ply daily if enough customers show up to 
at least break even. 


In the salmon and albacore seasons, sportsmen will be 
taken care of. There is also a tackle shop complete with all 
the necessary tackle and gear for a modern landing store. 
We had been invited by the owner to attend the opening 
fishing run last Sunday, but can no longer climb down 
ladders and gang planks. Age has taken its toll! 


FRESHWATER FISHING 
At a complete standstill until the creeks have subsided 
and the lakes settled down again, the huge influx of water 
that suddenly hit them all will take a few days to calm 
down. 
Prior to the storm, Cachuma and Casitas, with weekly 
plantings, had been good, and Lopez Lake was really 
opening up on bank fishing for trout. The Evers family from 
Arroyo Grande, even left their boat and limited on large 
trout from the shore! 
Nacimento Lake has changed hands with a new name, 
Lake Nacimiento Resort, and is now owned by the Water 
World Resorts, who own the Heritage Ranch and Cattle 
Company adjacent to the lake. 
Crappie were beginning to show up again in Margarita 
Lake, but few anglers were out, and fishing pressure was 
light. 


At Laguna Lake fishing had been good. But from all 
accounts the whole area was flooded, and trout may 
possibly be found on anyone’s lawn! It will take a long time 
before this fishery is back in shape again. 
The State Fish and Game Commission at its last meeting, 
heard a report from a federal task force looking into the 
feasability of controlling the salinity of the Salton Sea. 
According to this preliminary report, the cost of an 
impoundment area within the sea to contain the salt could 
be trimmed 40 percent from the $130 million estimate, due 
to a change in the unexpected firmness of the sea bottom. 
To increase the recreational opportunities for the inland 
fisherman, the commission authorized the opening of Clair 
Engel Lake in Trinity County, and Evans Lake in Riverside 
County for night fishing. 
Permanent opening dates for trout and salmon fishing 
seasons were set for the last Saturday in April for nothern 
California streams, and lakes and streams in Mono and 
Inyo counties; and the Saturday preceeding Memorial Day 
was set as opening day for north coast streams. Seasons 
would run thru Nov. 15, as they do now, except in Mono and 
Inyo counties, where the season would close October 30 to 
protect brood fish planted shortly before the end of the 
season. 


California has received its yearly apportionment of 
federal aid funds for 1972*73 amounting to nearly $2.5 
million for fish and wildlife restoration and hunter safety 
programs. This money is derived from the excise tax on 
sport fishing and hunting equipment and supplies. Included 
in the total-part of a national distribution of more than $53 
million were $605,000 for fish restoration, $1,757,387 for 
wildlife restoration, and $113,445 for hunter safety. 
A record 62,275 Californians — 23,914 of them adults — 
received hunter safety training under auspices of the DFG 
during 1972. 
Hunter safety training is now required for all first-time 
buyers of a resident hunting license, regardless of age. 
Until June 1971, the law pertained only to youths. 
It will be remembered when this program was first 
inaugurated, it was thrown up to the Sportsmens Clubs and 
other organizations to take care of this, with little or no 
help from anyone! All instructors were, and still are 
volunteers. But now the state has money to help out, and 
has wardens assigned to the several regions of the DFG. 
Any organization needing advice or help can contact the 
Regional Headquarters thru their warden, who will give out 
the name of the officer who has charge of the project. 
A jack rabbit hunt at Grizzly Island has been set for 
January 27-28. The hunts are part of an effort to assure 
maximum use of such publicly owned areas, consistant 
with their overall conservation purposes. Jack rabbit 
populations are high and the surplus rabbits should be 
Harvested 
in order to make 
room for the annual 
reproduction. No reservations or fees are required, the 
hunt being on a first-come first-served basis. Only 400 
hunters will be allowed in at one time. 
Checking stations will be open each day at 6 a.m. Shot 
guns and bows and arrows allowed, but no rifle or shot-gun 
combination may be used. No limit on jacks, no cottontails 
may be shot, and all hunters must have a valid 1972-73 
license.

For Savino (Sal) Lopez who died December 28 at the UCSB medical 
facility, 1973 was going to be a year of classes at Allan Hancock College, 
concentrated involvement in the Affirmative Action Committee, continued 
efforts toward better education of Mexican-Americans, and attendance of a 
forum series on Mexican-Americans which starts Wednesday in Lompoc. 
1973 was going to be another working year. 
“Sal was always getting into something. He used to help me a lot with 
what 1 was doing,’ 
said his widow Mrs. Alice Lopez, director of the 
Community Development Center of Lompoc. 
Her job is to assist low-income people in interpreting, filling out forms, 
making 
appointments, 
referring 
and 
emergencies. 
At 
times, 
Sal 
volunteered to help at the center. 
. 
Sal, a man born in Mexico, a father of five, a man who earned his high 
school diploma through adult education, felt education was important. He 
worked for improved education of Mexican-American children. He tutored 
these young children in Enelish at Lorm>oc Junior High School. He helped 
and encouraged others to apply for scholarships. He served last summer on 
a seminar of the Western Interstate Commission for Higher Education, a 
federally funded commission which investigates education trends of 
minorities. 
He wanted to advance his own education and planned to attend Hancock 
college this year. 
The Lopez family have lived in Lompoc since 1955. Sal medically retired 
from a civil service job as a heavy equipment operator two years ago. 
For the past four years he had concerned himself with the rights and 
needs of Mexican Americans. Maybe this was why Supervisor Francis H. 
Beattie asked him last fall to serve on the new Affirmative Action 
Committee, a program designed to actively “ recruit, hire, train, counsel, 
and promote disadvantaged persons’’, which the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare decreed all federal agencies to institute. 
It was also because of his involvement with the Mexican-American 
community that he came highly recommended by others in Lompoc to 
provide answers needed by the American Association of University Women 
(AAUW). The Lompoc chapter of AAUW wanted to sponsor a forum series 
on Mexican-Americans in California as part of its long concern with 
education and community problems. 
Unfortunately, the man who proved invaluable to the composition of 
AAUW’s forum — by writing a resource folder of important names and

The Hancock job is temporary as 
Agnes Grogan, dance department 
lead, goes on sabbatical for the 
spring semester. 
What Mrs. Morse must do before 
Feb. 5 and is doing now is apply for a 
temporary associate arts degree 
based 
on 
her 
non-accredited 
teaching experience in ballet and 
her schooling in ballet. While she 
teaches at AHC she must take 
certain classes toward earning a 
permanent A.A. 
The hassle and disappointment 
concerned how AHC offered her a 
temporary 
position 
of 
teaching 
ballet, how excited she and Dan 
were about it, then thrilled over 
seeing her named listed in the 
spring class catalog; how later she 
was informed the listing was a 
misprint, how they found a young 
man at UCSB to fill the position for 
less money and how sorry they 
were. 
That’s when Mrs. Morse said to 
herself “ I’ll be there. ’ 
Later she received a call from 
Hancock saying the young man 
turned out unavailable to teach 
ballet. “ The job is yours if you still 
want it.” Mrs Morse didn’t like the 


tone of that statement, but she 
wanted the job (e.e. cummings once 
said it in a graphic w ay). 
Funny though, life has its special 
way of sifting us through. But there 
was a 
time when Mrs. 
Morse 
emphatically refused to teach ballet 
when others encouraged her. She 
wanted to be a ballerina. 


When she was 11 years old living 
in San Pedro she had a forward head 
(“ I used to read like crazy” ) and 
lordosis 
(sway 
back) 
and 
her 
mother took her to a doctor. He said 
either little Liz slept on a board or 
take ballet and mother enrolled her 
in ballet classes. From then she 
wanted to be a ballerina. 
Liz didn't just take one ballet 
class and then another. She took one 
class, then two, three and up to five 
and six classes a week. Finally she 
attended school half a day and 
danced half a day. 
“I had been a weird high school 
kid. 
I had glasses, 
wore older 
clothes, and had no social life, and 
wore my hair in a bun,” she notes 
with some delight. (Delight is her 
way.) 


Then she went to a place where 
she was not odd 
but fitted 
in 
perfectly 
and 
everyone 
danced 
ballet and talked ballet and thought 
ballet and 
lived 
ballet. 
Where, 
incidentally, everyone would break 
your leg to get what you wanted: a 
spot in the first company of the 
Royal Ballet. 
Because of mother’s efforts and 
despite teacher’s objections (“She 
didn’t think I was ready.” ) Liz, at 
14, auditioned for the Royal Ballet 
when they appeared in concert at 
the 
Shrine 
Auditorium 
in 
Los 
Angeles in 1956. She displayed her 
talents 
backstage 
just 
after 
a 
performance as scenery was being 
taken down. She performed on a 
sawhorse instead of a barre. 
“ It was like a dream. 1 was 14 and 
a half and to see all the dancers and 
everyone running backand forth . . . 
it was a completely new world,” Liz 
recalls. 
“Don’t call us w e’ll call you” , 
they said and promptly left town. 
Eight months later, after receiving 
a letter accepting her on a partial 
scholarship basis (“ My parents paid 


room and board expenses” ), Liz 
“entered heaven early” , meaning 
the 
Royal 
Ballet Company and 
School in London, England. 
She immersed ballet there from 
her 16th to 18th year, as did the 
other 200 girls and 25 boys. They all 
aspired to join one of the Royal 
Ballet’s three companies, the opera 
ballet 
com pany, 
the 
second 
company, or the “ world renown, 
world traveling” first company. 
In school, they danced basic ballet 
from 8:30 to 10 a.m.; then tea 
break; then an academic class ( . .. 
“to the museum to study art, to the 
opera to study music . . . .“ ); then 
lunch; next dance classes where 
they concentrated on various facets 
of ballet like pas de deux, plastique, 
and virtuosity and different dances 
like folk dancing and theater things 
like mime and makeup; next basic 
ballet 
(again); 
and 
next dance 
notations. This students did, on 
elevating levels, for two years to 
learn an “ unnatural” art. 
At first Liz was acutely homesick. 
“ I had never been away from home 
before, 
not even to a slumber 
party.” (She did say w eird.) And she 
couldn’t visit or phone home during 
this time. 
Although she used to look up at 
planes flying overhead and think 
they were going to California (she 
confessed 
laughing 
to me), the 
ballet school “ was the most totally 
satisfying experience” of her life. 
At the end when students were 
interviewed upon graduation, the 
school recognized her ability to 
teach ballet rather than her ability 
to perform as a ballerina in one of 
the companies. They added she was 
too small boned and her feet were 
shaped wrong They offered her an 
assistant teaching position (non­ 
paying i. 
Liz didn’t say “I’ll be there.” She 
flew back to California despondent, 
weighing 65 pounds, and bent on 
joining some company, somewhere 
else. 
The story from here is long. She 
never made it as a ballerina. She 
backed into teaching with her eyes 
closed: first working out alone in 
San Diego, later taking a job in 1959 
as a ballet teacher for $75 a week 
with solemn intentions to perform 
still. Other teaching jobs followed. 
M arriage 
follow ed. 
Children 
followed. Smoking followed. Finally 
an 
unp leasant 
s e lf a n a ly s is 
followed. 
“I was never self-disciplined or 
ambitious 
enough 
to 
become 
a 
ballerina . . . my parents and 
teachers always had to push m e,” 
she 
admitted 
to 
herself. 
This 
realization was crushing but “ it 
didn’t have to be so crushing. I am a 
wife, a mother, and a damn good 
teacher,” she feels today. 
Life has its special way of sifting 
us through. — S. T.

The District intends to review their 
building program. However, many, many 
months of planning and study have gone 
into 
the 
program, 
in 
addition 
to 
considerable numbers of dollars. It is 
difficult to see how the program can be 
substantially changed in light of the needs. 
We are certain that any review will 
merely substantiate this fact and the only 
conclusion that can come about is that the 
program will, of necessity, be stretched 
out over years. 
Legal 
action 
against 
the 
Hospital 
Council is worthy of thought. However, the 
question could be tied up in the courts for 
years before any conclusion is reached. 
We believe the answer to the dilemma 
lies in special legislation. As hospital 
officials point out, the negative action ot 
the council was done “by design and not by 
law.’’ The solution, then, is to create law 
to accommodate the majority of the 
people. We appeal to State Senator Robert 
Lagomarsino 
to 
meet 
with 
hospital 
officials to design such legislation to 
permit the Hospital District to carry out 
its 
much 
needed 
program 
for 
the 
community.

Q. Mr. Buckley, is it true that 
Firing Line has been discontinued

A. It is practically true. The 
director of the Corporation has said 
t h a t 
t h e 
c h a n c e s

discontinuance are 90 per cent. The 
axe is scheduled to fall at a m eeting 
of the Board in early February. 
Q. What are the reasons given for 
discontinuing it? 
A. That it is a public affairs 
program, centered about a single 
“ personality.” 
Q. Do you think the Board is 
having you on? 
A. No, as a m atter of fact. And I 
was 
mildly 
surprised 
that 
my 
brothers Evans and Novak, having 
first taken the trouble to telephone 
me to ask whether 1 


thought 1 was being 
victimized by the 
White 
House 
in 
retaliation for my 
expressed 
disagreem ents with 
P resident 
Nixon, 
should have written 
as they did in the 
light of what I told 
t h em 
o v e r 
the 
telephone. 
Q. What did they say? 
A. “The underlying reason why 
conservative William F. Buckley’s 
popular 
Firing 
Line 
television 
program has been cancelled . . . is 
Buckley’s accelerating criticism of 
the Nixon Administration. Those 
close to the byzantine politics of 
Public Broadcasting believe that 
Firing Line probably would have 
been saved somehow if Buckley 
were as favored at the White House 
today as he was m 
1969. One 
m ember of CPB’s board confides 
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that White House anim osity killed 
any chance of his program being 
retained.” And Time Magazine, this 
week, writes, ” 
. . . since the 
conservative 
Buckley 
split 
with 
Nixon over the China trip, White 
House 
compl aint s 
about 
his 
outspoken views have been relayed 
to the CPB ” 


Q. 
What 
did 
you 
tell 
your 
brothers,” Evans and Novak, as 
you so archly put it? 
A. I told them that the position of 
the 
C orporation 
is 
altogether 
coherent, and consistent. If the 
decision is that tax money should 
not 
be 
spent 
to 
subsidize 
the 
distribution of points of view, then it 
is consistent that Firing Line, along 
with the other program s scheduled 
for elimination, should be dropped. 
There is no reason to infer White 
House skulduggery when there are 
no grounds for descrying a Bill of 
Attainder in the ashes of the public 
affairs program s. 1 am not saying 
that White House ultram ontanists 
are incapable of spite, m erely that I 
don’t think it reasonable to surm ise 
that 1 happen, at this juncture, to be 
the victim of it.

Retaliation 
aside, 
do

Corporation? 
A. In a way I do. When you sit 
down to think about it, you ask 
yourself: What is the Congress of 
the United States doing, putting up 
taxpayers’ money for Firing Line?

wondering every few m inutes why 
the federal governm ent is paying for 
things unrelated to the common

Indeed, my brother, the sainted 
junior Senator from New York, was 
the only Senator to vote against the 
a p p r o p r i a t i o n

p u b l i c 
broadcasting But there is of course 
the 
dem ocratic 
factor. 
If

disapproved of, say, the Medicaid 
Bill, it does not com m it you to 
refuse to avail yourself of the 
program once instituted And if the 
idea of public broadcasting is to give

stations what they want and can’t 
get from com m ercial television,

the

compounding its intrusion by saying 
that they can want ballet, but can’t 
want public affairs program s9 An 
interesting point concerning which 
conservatives can differ. I find both 
argum ents persuasive. 
Q. What about the report that the 
Corporation not only will refuse to 


finance 
public affairs, 
but will 
refuse perm ission to the Public 
B ro ad castin g 
S y stem , 
which 
g o v e r n s 
t h e 
l i n e 
( t h e 
“ interconnection ”, they call it), to 
send out public affairs program s 
irrespective of the source of the 
financing? 


A. The Corporation, while taking 
the position that the law gives it 
authority to deny the use of the 
interconnection, at the same tim e 
says it won’t deny the use of the line 
for 
public 
a ffairs 
p ro g ra m s 
sponsored 
by extra-governm ental 
bodies. 
Q. So w here does this leave Firing 
Line? 
A. 
Although the Corporation’s 
option to renew expired on January 
1, the program is funded through 
April. 
Q. And after that? 
A And this is law, I will maintain-

dying day,

Also, I m ade a batch from one of the 
recipes I was going to give you and I 
m ade several changes. Actually, 
Granola is a very flexible thing — 
you can throw in everything but the 
kitchen sink — unless you have an 
extra one! This is a combination of 
three — taking an idea or two from 
each one and lumping them all 
together. I have a delicious stew 
that I did the sam e thing with. 


G ranola Cereal 
6 cups old fashioned rolled oats, 
rye or wheat flakes, or combination. 


V2 — I cup sesam e seeds. 
1 cup hulled sunflower seeds 
1 cup wheat germ 
1 
cup 
s h re d d e d 
c oc onut, 
preferably unsweetened 
1 cup coarsely chopped almonds, 
cashews, walnuts, etc. 
2 tsp. vanilla 
V2 
c. 
vegetable 
oil 
or 
part 
m argarine 
Vz c. honey molasses or dark 
brown sugar, packed 
1 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
To vary this, you may add raisins, 
cut 
up 
dried 
prunes, 
dates, 
apricots, pumpkin seeds or any 
other kind you may like, lecithin 
granules, powdered milk. 
Mix the dry ingredients. Warm 
the honey, oil and vanilla and stir 
into the cereal mixture. Spread the 
m ixture thinly on a large shallow 
baking pan, lightly greased. Bake 
approxim ately 20 minutes, or until 
golden 
brown, 
stirring 
often. 
Remove from oven and cool. If you 
want to add raisins or other dried 
fruit, do not put them in the m ixture 
until after baking. Store in an air 
tight container. Makes 7 cups or 
more. 
This type of cereal may not be 
everyone’s bag, though. A friend of 
mine told me she had bought some 
granola but she wasn t sold on it 
because it took so long to chew it up 
that her jaw s got tired! Another 
thing I should tell you is that you 
don’t eat a bowlful of this — start 
out with 1-3 cup and work up from 
there. That oatm eal swells up after 
it gets inside you!

water ana after a short trip with a 
hose arrangem ent, shot it gushing 
across A Street and to a safe area A 
lot of sandbags were used also

complaining, 
because he works for the city too, 
but he’s determined to do something 
about that culvert One suggestion 
yours truly has would be to hold a 
block party at that intersection 
every tim e it rains 
You’d meet 
people you d never meet otherwise, 
have a labor pool on hand for any 
emergency, and we'd all show that 
we care.
